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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 6 are allowed.

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

a. Regarding claims 1, 10, 13 and 15, the prior art of record neither shows 
nor suggests a horizontal length Li (mm) of the Fresnel lens sheet, thickness Ti 
(mm) of the Fresnel lens sheet and maximum elongation percentage Ai (%) of 
the Fresnel lens sheet at which the Fresnel lens sheet lengthens due to moisture 
absorption of the Fresnel lens sheet, meet a requisite condition expressed by a 
relational expression: A, <0.6T,/L, . 

b. Regarding claims 2, 1 1 , 14 and 16, the prior art of record neither shows 
nor suggests a horizontal length L 2 (mm) of the base sheet, thickness T 2 (mm) of 
the base sheet and maximum elongation percentage A 2 (%) of the base sheet at 
which the base sheet lengthens due to moisture absorption of the base sheet, 
meet a requisite condition expressed by a relational expression: A 2 < 0.6T 2 /L 2 . 



Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Ogino et al. (US Patent Number 5,200,854) discloses a large-screen projection- 
type display, wherein the transmission-type screen is formed of two or more sheets, 
tilted toward the viewer's side with a small gap kept between the sheets, and is stable 
relative to the temperature and moisture change of the environment. 

Kimura (US Patent Number 6,088,158) teaches a rear projection screen having 
resistance to change of external humidity. 

Hori (US Patent Number 6,348,993 B1) shows a method of manufacturing a 
translucent screen and a rear projection display apparatus, onto which an image light 
emitted from an image source is projected, that includes first and second members that 
expand and contract with variations in ambient temperature and humidity.
